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ARCHIBALD PARKER 


Archibald Parker, or Arch, as he was familiarly known, was 
born in North Carolina, The exact date of his birth is now known 
although it was about 1794, The names of his father and mother 


are not know, ~<ers 
1686854 

The father of Arohibald Parker, according to oral traditions 
handed down, supposedly came to North Carolina from Scotland about 
1775. Parker is an English name however and it is quite probable 
that the ancestors of this particular Parker family moved from 
England to Scétland and from there to America. There were many 
early settlers in America of that name in New England. There is 
@ possiblity that the father of Archibald Parker landed in New 
England and from there went to North Carolina, 


It has been alsa orally handed down that Archibald Parker's 
father fought in the Revolutionary War on the side of the colonies 
although this is not authenticated by actual records as his first 
name is not known. Records do show that a number of Parkers served 
$n the Revolutionary War that lived in North Carolina. Records 
also show that there were over one hundred Parkers of the male 
line in North Carolina in 1790. Records do not mention Archibald 
Parker or his sister Lettie in any wills probated in North Carolina. 


Archibald Parker told his grandchildren that when he was 
@ small boy, his mother died in North Carolina leaving hin, his 
sister Lettie and his father surviving. He further stated that 
his father re-married and that there were five sons born of the 
second marriage (names unknown). He disliked his step-mother and 
he prevailed uposi his sister Lettie to leave home with him for 
Indiana where they had acquaintances with people who had Lived in 
North Carolina previously, At this time, Archibald was seventeen 
and Lettie was fifteen. He selested a good horse and both rode. 
One would stand guard whike the other slept at night as it was 
necessary to guard ageinst Indians and horse thieves, They arrived 
-{n Fayette County, Indiana (near Connersville) about 1611. 


Archibald and Lettie never had any communications from their 
half brothers and all trace of them was lost in a very few years. 


Soon after arriving in Indiana, Archibald Parker married 
Elizabeth Patton of Fayette County, Indiana. Archibald and Blizabeth 
Parker resided in Fayette County, Indiana, near Connersville, until 
a few years following 1817 when he moved to the western part of 
Delaware County, Indiana. To this union were born three children ~ 
John, on February 21, 1817, Mary and Isaac, The mother of John, 
Mary and Isaac died soon after the birth of the last child. aArchi- 
bala Parker married a second time. However, this wife died and he 
married a third time to a widow with two children, Friction arose 
in the family upon Archibald learning that his children by his first 
wife were mistreated and preference given by his wife to her own 
children. The marriage was unsuccessful end he Obtained a divorce. 
His fourth wife was Miss Dolly Langley and to this union were born 
three sons - Milton, Jonathan and Ira. His wife died and was buried 
at Moonsvillc, Madison County, Indiana. The fifth wife of Archibale 
Parker was Miss Keziah Sutton. No children were porn to this union. 
His wife died a few years after their marriage. 
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Archibald then sold his farm and moved to Iowa, probably 
near ‘Jinterset as two of his sons, Milton and Ira lived there, 
Later he lived a while with one child ana then with another, 

He died in 1878 in Iowa (presumably Winterset) at the age of 84, 


Archibald told many of his grandchildren that he served 
in tne war of 1812 and had been in fights with Indians. Part of 
one of his taoumbs was shot off as a result of one of those en= 
counters, As a ruie he was on friendly terms with the Indians. 


When Archibald Parker and nis Sister, Lettie, came to 
Indiane in 1615, Indiana was not as yet a state, not having been 
admitted until 1816. Indiana was at that time frequented by 
Indians and the early life of the pioneer was constantly fraught 
vwitn danger, The land was mostly covered with forests and much 
was Swan) land eas there were no ditches, few roads, few schools 
and practically none of our present modern conveniences. It was 
in such an environment that Archibald Parker and his sister, 
uettie, raised their respectivs families. Their family life was 
truly that of pioneers. The descendants of these two can look 
witn pride to having belonged to the stock that settled the State 
of Indiane, From such a background, none other than true, loyal 
American citizens could eminate and become a part of tne very 
backbone of our nation. From the ranks of such citizens are not 
found the criminal, the cozmunist end gangster, Wot one among 
the renks of the many descendents have ever been convicted of any 
crime. 


JOHN PARKOR 


af John Parker was the oldest son of Archibald Parker and 
Elizabeth Patton Parker, His father and motner were married in 
1815 in Fayette County, Indiane near Connersville. John was born 
there on February 21, 1817. He hed one fuil brother by the name 
Of Isaac and a full sister by the name of Mary, also known as 
Polly. John also had three half brothers by the names of Milton, 
Jonetaan and Ira Parker, 


: Waile but a mere boy John's fatner moved to the western 
part of Delaware County, Indiane and lived on a farm The family 
lived on what is now know as the Dillon farm, which is one-half 
Mile north of the old Brandbert factory site near Moonsville, 
Indiane. In order to 20 to scenool, Joan walked from there to the 
sScnool nouse just southeast of Bethel in Delavare County. He had 
little schooling as the schools were Only in session about three 
months out of each year. John was a Sturdy voutn and was de= 
termined to have an education, TZis pata to school was through the 
unbroken forest. Game was so plentiful that he vould Occasionally 
carry @ gun in order to kill it on his way to and from school, 


Some years later he rode on horseback to Ft, Wayne, 
Indiana, and entered forty acres of land in Deleware County, 
Indiana on August iSta, 1837, which vas his home the rest of nis 
Life. He built a hewed log aouse tventry by thirty feet with a 
large fire place in the east en on to> of & knoll or small hill 
On tne banks of the Killbuck Creek one mile due east of Gilman in 
Delaware County, Indiana, In 1870, he built 2 large t70 story 
téesidence on his farm. -thich vas cestrovyed by fire in 1908,. A two 


Story frame building was ezectea On wae Site immediately thereafter, 


The home site has been the Dfoperty of his daughter, Margaret 
Parker, since nis death, Sone member of the fenmily hes lived in 
the place continuously to the »resent time since John Parker 
Originally settled on the, farm. A part of + igZinal log barn, 
whieh was built in 1860, is still on the vroemis i 
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Soon after John Parker built the original log house on his 
farm, he merried lliss Nancy Garner, The date was December 19th, 
1859 waen tney started nouseEeeving, 


He soon cleared end drained the land and planted crops. 
..€@ €l1so put out a large orchard near the house. It was here that 
ne and his wife reared their family of eight children: Elizabeth, 
wno married John D, “ixkman; Rachel Jane, who married Joseph Thomas; 
Cephes Vincent; Jilliam Riley; Margarett, who married George Castor; 
Andrew Sylvester, and Wary Emna who married Ivan H. Perry. 


John Parker was a county commissioner of Delaware County 
for sixteen years and a Justice of the Peace in Harrison Township, 
Delayvare County for many years. He practiced law in Delaware and 
iladison counties for thirty years, dis legal training was obtained 
by self-education. He was known to be one of the best judges of the 
law and evidence in Delaware County, where he was admitted to the 
par, He was a source for legal information and aid for people 
living for miles around ais nomestead. He prepared a large number 
of deeds end noverized numbers of instruments. He was known to 
the early settlers ag Squire Parker, He was 2 devoted reader and 
kept well posted on legal subjects. 


John Parker was a member of the Christian Church at 
Pleasant Run, which is about one mile south and one-half mile 
east of his homestead, He was also & member since young manhood 
of the Delaware lodge F G A, si. No. 46, the oldest ilasonic lodge in 
Delaware County. 


From 1859 to 1865 he bought and shiyvped horses to Buffalo 
and New York City. In 1872 he nut in a general store on his farm 
and did a thriving business for three or four years. In 1878 he 
built @ ware house at Gilman, and bought anc sold all kinds of 
erain ror three years. He taen sold the buildings and business 
) Enos nutledge, 


Ee was considered prosperous and comfortably situated 
considering the community, et the time of nis death which vas 
Octover 12, 1895. He died at the age of 78. He owned 240 acres of 
land and other property at the time. His death occurred after 
nine montns of severe unrenitting suffering, 


As a father and husband, no finer tribute can be given to 
nim than to look upon the lives of e211 of his children. All are 
and have been regerded as being honest, trustwortay and the vest 
of citizens. 


Nancy GARNER PARKER 
Nancy Gerner Parker, the wife of John Parker, was the 
daughter of Snoch and Blizabeth xadcliff Garnere _Her fatner 
died ebout 1851. Her father and mother are both buried at the 
Jones cemetery at Pleasant Run whicn is one mile south and one 
and one~nalf miles east of Gilman in Delaware County, Indiana. 


Nancy Garner was born October 31st, 1818, in Hamilton one 
County, Onio, and came to Madison Jounty, Indiana with her paren s 
While she was young. The Gerners >durportedly went to Oaio trom 
North Carolina though there is no definite information vegerding 
thise 


Her father bought what is known as the Shotvell farm ile 
Madison County. It is located soutawest of tne Hegsy Cemetery. 
A part of the house is still standing back on the farfi, Her : 
-father later sold this farm and bougnt a4 large tract of land 
near King's Chapel church in Delavere County weere ne ana nis 
wife lived and died. 4 
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Nancy Garner Parker's father served two years in the war 
of 1812, However, the femily has never been able to trace that 
definitely through the public records as an accurate record was 
not maintained of all volunteers. 


Nancy Parker was a devoted wife and a real mother to her 
family. She nad a very pleasent disvosition. Following the death 
of nex husband in 1895, sne lived with various ones of her 
cnildren as their welcome guest. She died Maren 1, 1906. She 
is buried along side of her husband in the Jones Cemetery at 
Pleasant Run. A tombstone marks the place of burial of John and 
Nency Parker in this cemetery. Practically all of the members 
of the family that have died have been buried in this same cemetery. 


le Elizabeth Parker, the oldest daughter of John and Nancy 
Garner Parker, was born February 13th, 1859 at the farm home 
east of Gilman. She married John D. Kirkman in December 1863, 
She was noted for ner needle work, She was a member of the 
christian church, John D, Kirkman, commonly called "Xirkman" 
was born about 1825 in Fayette County, Indiana but was reared 
in Howard county. He served as a scout to pilot a wagon train 
from Howard county, Indiane across Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Arizona, and Utah to California in the gold rush 
of 1849. He returned by boat by going around the horn of 
South America. The trin required several months of hardship. 
During toe civil wer, he served in an Indiana company with 
the union forces. He enjoyed hunting and during the latter 
years of his life he would go on an annual hunting trip to 
the Ozark mountains in Arkansas, The last few years of his 
life were spent at Roseburzs, Oregon where ne is now buried 
in the Rosepur> cemetery by the side of his father and other 
members of his family, He was ovex eignty years old at the 
time of his death, John D. and Elizabeth Parker Kirkman had 
One son, John Parker Zirkman. 


& John Parker Kirkman, the only son of John D. and 
Elizabeth Parker Kirkman, was born in 1868 five miles 
north of Daleville, Indiana in Deleware County. He 
graduated from Valparaiso University and then studied 
lew. At the time of his death (about 1906), he was a 
member of the lav firm of Parker and Wear of Muncie, 
Indiana. He was highly recerded by his partner as 
being nonest and agreeable. In 1896, he married Alma 
Jackson, a daughter of Jefferson Jackson. He is buried 
in the Jones Cemetery at Pleasant Run. His widow now 
lives at Alexandria, Indiana. They have two children, 
Charles (deceased) and Mabel.

Lecter they purchased cn 80 acre farm 
loe.tod four and onc-half miles cast of Aloxandrica, Indiana, (now 
ownca by Dr. W. R. Thomes). The femily which ineluded four sons, 
John Ellsworth, William Riley, Hcrlcs ond Berton, clo=red the form 
and mdc it one of the best and richest fcrms in tho county. In 
1903, Joscph Thomcs cnd his wifc moved to Alexcndric in the suburb 
ecllcd Seott's Addition, where they retired. Ths wifc of Berton P. 
fhomas having dicd two ye-rs previous to this, he -nd his son, Rey C.
